Hi.-, son Frank, now 
in Chicago, ha.- been sent for, and the 
fiineral will not orcur nntil after his ar- 
rival. Tlie deepest •Avi^i iu fult here on 
ull sides. No definite arrangsmeots are 
yet made for the funeral. 

Hannibal Hamlin, was bom in Paris, 
Cxford county, Me., Aug. tt, 1809. Al- 
though fitted early in life for aoollegiute 
education, the death of his father made it 
incumbent on Hannibal to look after tiie 
fatni. However, he found time to learn 
l)rinting, and later studied law, being ad 
tnitted to the bar in 1838. He practiced ut 
1 lainpdeii until 1848. From 1836 to 1840 he 
was a ineinlH-r of the Mains legislature, 
returning auain In 1S47. In 18)17, 18>{l) and 
is4(i lie \v;.s speaker of the lioiise, in the 
latter year reei'iviiig a IK'nntcratic Domi- 
nation to ccmu'ii'ss. He wa-i elected to 
rdiigress in isf.', ami auain in ls+4. 

'I'lie lUalli of .lolin failfield i)erniitte<l 
Ilanilin's selection to the l iiited States 
.senati- in ls)s as the !'(ainer's successor. 
He was ele< leil to the M'nale in ls.")l,liut 
resigned in IS ii lo Ix' inaugurated go\ernor 
of Maine, Ijmn iiiu; l)een elected on the He 
publican ticket. A month later he le 
signcil to return to the senate, where ho 
served until IMil, when he \va.s elected vi«> 
|)ie--iilcut on the ticket with .Muahain 
Lincoln. 1 le jii csi.led ovci' t he seu.i I e u n 
til IS*).'). He ne\l sej ved a year as ( (illei tor 
of the port at Boston. 

In INiU he w as appointed i cgeiit of I he 
Suiithsonian instil iilion. and ser\(Hl 
twelve years, lie had been a^ain electeil 
to the United .States senate in I**';'.* .lud 
was re-elected, .serving nntil Iss), in which 
jear he went as minister to Sj)ain. The 
following year he gave up I he utQce and 
rettiriied to.this founlry. VN'hilean original 
IJemocrat, he was a stfong anti-slavery 
man. and thus fori cd to l.-aw the party. 
.Mr. Hamlin did not seek the aholit ion of 
slavery, advocating only the restriction of 
the iiistiti.tion. Senator Hamlin ex- 
plained his eliarge of political faith in a 
vpeech before the United States senate in 
1886. in which he referred to the Demo- 
cratic convention at that time recently 
held in Cincinnati, us follows. 

"The oouventiou has aetually incorpor- 
ated into the platform of the lK*muciatie 
party that doctrine which only a few 
years ago met with nothing but public 
ridicule and contempt ben and elsewhere, 
namely, that the flag of the Federal 
Union, under the constitution of the 
United States, carries slavery wherever it 
floats. If this baleful principle be true 
then that national ode, which Inspires us 
always on a battlefleld, should be rewrit- 
ten by Drake, and should read: 
"Forever float that standard sheet I 

Where breathes the foe, but falls be 
fore ns 

With slavery 's soil beneath our feet 
And slavery's banner streeiding o'er 
oaf" 

UlS Meetlnir With IJiiruln. 

When he had been eU'cteil vice j resi- 
dent on the ticket with Mr. Lincoln In- 
aooepted an invitation to meet the latt<-r 
at Cnioago, and calling on the president- 
deot fotmd him in the room aloue. Mr. 



Lilncoln arose, and eoTning tfiwanl his 
guest said abruptly. "Have we ever been 
intnxlticed to each other, Mr. Hamlin'/ " 
"No, sir; I think not," was the reply. 
"That is also my impression," contin- 
Tiisd Mr. Lincoln : "but I remember dis- 
tinctly while 1 was in congress to have 
heard you make a speech iu the senate. 
I was very much strack with that 
speech, senator — particularly struck 
with it iiii.l for the reason that it was 
filled. clio< k-np. with the very best kind 
of anti-slavery doctrine." 

"Well, now," replied Mr. Hamlin, 
laughingly, "that was Ter\' singtilar, 
for my one and first recollection of your- 
self is of having heiurd yon make a 
speech in the house— a speech that was 
so full of good humor and shsrp joints 
that I, together with others o* yoni aud- 
itors, was convulsed with laughter. ' 
The acquaintance thtis cordially begun 
ripened into a close friendship and it is 
affirmed that during all the years of 
triid, war and bloodshed that followed 
Abraham Lincoln continned to repose 
tiie utmost confidence in his ffiMid and 
official associat.e. 

THE WATER HOT. 



The Lake ia tlie Uerort Likely ta Soon 

He Killeil. 

Los ANciKLT-.-^. Cal., .Tilly 6. — Th 
desert lake at Saitoii caused a stirprist 
Thursday by the fact that the water re- 
ceded in the morning, bat commenced 
to rise again, showing that the limit has 
not been reached. A dispatch from 
Salton said: 

If the water comes ttom the Colorado 
river there most now be enough be- 
tween hers and the river to nearly hll 
the basin, and most likely reach tlie 
main Une of the Sonthera Paciflc. All 
the flat part of the basin is now covered 
with water, and the depth will increase 
much faster. Section bi«i are making 
efforts to save the railroad spur, btU the 
water is very hot, and it is feared the 
men cannot endttre it. The water is 
wannest at the bottom. 

Two outfits were started out by sup- 
erintendent Muir, of the Southern Pa- 
cific, one from Htilton and the otlier 
from Obilby. Both partins st,trted in 
wagons, with a supply of water and 
provisions, and tliey will make an effort 
to locate the exact spot wiiere the wat^er 
comes tlirongh the sand hills, from the 
Colorado river or the New river, as the 
case may be. The Colorado river is al- 
most as high as it was last winter, on ac- 
count of melting snow in the mountains. 

The operator at Saltun telegraphe<i 
that the water wa^ rising very slowly, 
b'lit thei*e was no danger of its reaching 
the main track, as. at the present rate, 
it will take six months to do so. and 
l(Uig before tliat tiiue it isbelicNcd iliat 
the desert will be dry from evaporation.

FRIGHTFUL LEAP TO DEATH.

ami l'itiy-i:i:;lit liijur«4i MaSSS Of 
Whom Will Likely Die. 

Crarlestox, W. Va., Jnly6.— The 
greatest disaster in the history of tliis 
community was the wreckmg of a 
Kanawha and Mii liigan railway train 
eight mile-: north of this city Saturday 
moriiinu. 'I'liere is a trestle there tliirty- 
five feet high, which took fire some 
time during the night from some nnac 
countable cause, probably from a cinder 
of an engine passing about midnight. 
While the bridge was not consumed, its 
found.'ition w.ts so badly damaged an to 
render it unsafe to crosn. 

No notification of the fact wa."; re 
ceived here, however, and the train, the 
first of the day. atteiitpted to cross it as 
usual. Thi- engine, tender and baggage 
car pas,s< d nver safely, but the two 
coaches went ilirMiigli. Engineer Pat- 
rick Conner .seemed to realize the sjtn.i- 
tion, and imlled open the throttle in the 
hope of pulling all over safely, but it 
was too late. Both coaches were crowd- 
ed and scarcely any one in them escaped 
injury. 

Ten jiersoiLs were killed outright and 
four others died Liter iif their injui ie . 
Fifty-eight of the passengers were hurt, 
some of whom w«re so nadly injured 
they will die. 

The scene of the wreck is three niile.»i 
from the ne.irest t«legraph oflice. but ;is 
soon as possible a relief train w;ts sent 
from this city, which returned about 
SJ;15p. m. bearing the deiKlaiid wounded.

Arrival of the Charleston and 
the Insurerent Steamer Itata. 

QOOD IIME §Kom IQUiaUE. 



The Captain nf tlin Itata ClalmH to Hnv« 
Mot VIolatril the Neutrullly I.aw— lad- 
denU Connertrd With the Trip. 

Ban Dikoo, CaI., July 6.— The Chilian 
tnnqxnt Itota and tha United Btatet 
■laamehip Charleston arrived in port 
Satnrday momiiix The Itata came into 

thf liarlxir withi>uf delay jiiid am liiiml 
in her furnier position near tin- wliaif, 
while the (.'imrleston reniainc*! outside 
and anchored opposite the hotel Cor- 
onade, about a mile trom the ahore. The 
Itata had the Chilian flag and all her 
eigrnal flags flying when she came into 
the liarbor in honor of the national 

holiday. 

The Itat^iita was at once hoarded by 
revenue oflicer.i. who found her in 
char^'' of Hevcral of the Charleston's 
ofticers. She also liatl on lM»ard lier 
former suilint; master, ('ai>tain Maun 
sen and most of his former Chilian 
crew, but was ccinui.iMileil by a Chilian 
military officer n.imed TcjM-do. An at- 
torney to represent the insur;;ents wae 
also on board, as well an tliif- [wviHen- 
gers from Chili, and Captain < 'dston. (»f 
the marine (.oryit*, from the I'niled States 
Bteamship Baltimore, who had been or- 
dered homo on sick leave. Silva Palma. 
commander of the Esmeralda, who 
waa on board the Itata when the 
▼eaal wm hna bate*, waa not broaght 
back. 

Shortly after tha Teesels arrival. Lieu- 
tenant Churchin came ashore and tele- 
graphed hia report to the nvrj depart- 
ment 

The Itata and Charleston cameilirect 
from liiuitine. bein^ out twenty-tliree 
days. They averapred l)etween ei^jtit 
and nine Ion t,s per liour during the trip. 
The Itata's miH'hinery, which wJ.s wiid 
to have tx-en jmiposely ilainap;ed by the 
iiusiirtfeiit.s, 1.^ siiidtohave worked admir- 
ably until witliiii the last two or three 
day.«! of the journey. Arran;<emeiits 
were immediately maide to turn the Itata 
oTer to the proper United Statea anthori- 
ties. 

Large crnwd.i visited the vos.«els yes- 
terday, liut the jniblii' were not allowed 
on board of either shii>. From one o! 
the IlaUi's paasenirers it was lea.rned t!ia' 
the hata has on iKvurd the arms ami 
amimmitifiti taken from the scliooiipr 
Robert and Minnie, and also the pro 
vi.sion.*( bou^^ht at this {x)rt. Captain 
Mannzen says he is confident that the> 
have not violated the neutrality laws in 
any way, at least tliey had no inieiitioii 
of doing so, the '■nppi.,siiiuri. ' :i.s the 
tongressional jiarty is < alle(l in CJiili. 
beiivf^ very an.xious to kee]) ou friendly 
t*Tni- with this c^>vernm*'nt. He .saiil 
also-' anil tlii^ Wits corroboratwl by the 
navul oiiicers- that the conj^essiona! 
party no\v has mnch the best of the ooii- 
test; tliai it it can secure ammunition, 
arms and prcnuiuus its early succe-ss is 
assured. 

The officers and passengers on tlie 
Itata recite some iutwesting im idents 
connected with the arrival of the vett.-^el 
at Iquique aod her subMMiuent departure 
under convoy of the Charleston, They 
state that the demand of the Americaii 
admiral on the insurgent authorities for 
the surrender of the ve88el waa accom- 
panied by th«» folluwiiitf message: "If 
you refuse and do not ^^e her up pe^K-e- 
fully, I will sdse erery on* of your 
sbipaand Mockada every portonyoor 
ooast." 

The insurgents quicklv rei)lie<l by 
turning over the vessel and cargo to the 
Uniteil States authorities. Captain 
Schley of the Baltimore went aboard 
the Itata and presented an order to Cap- 
tain Maunzen confiscating the vesHel. 
Maunzen replied : "That's all right. 
T%ke the ship ; but I'm a (lermancit- 
isen and yon can do nothing with uie." 

The commander of the Esinenilda. 
when lie saw that the insurgents would 
surrender the Itata, on which be stiU 
was, droppeil overboard and e-scaped to 
the shore where he was safe from pin - 
suit. Aftw the surrender iireparations 
were at oiu-e made for the return and 
Lieutenant ommander To<ld and Eu- 
eign Churchill, from the Cliarlestou, 
took charge of the Itata.

New Lisbon, 0., July «.— The thou- 
sands of persons who assembled here 
Saturday to participate in the celebra- 
tion and witness the closing j^ierform- 
ance. a Iwlloon ;iscens)on and a jmra- 
chut-e drop, \ii ere treated to a horrifying 
Hpect icle which they will never fore-«^t 
Tlu' day clo*<ed with ;in aci'itlent whic h 
resulted in the instantaneous death of 
one man and tha fatal iajory dt an- 
other. 

The aeiMiiant was Charles .1. .Tones, of 
(leveland, a member of tlui Brady 
Aeronaut coinjiany. The ascent wiis to 
have been made at 3 o'clock. Among 
tlie bystanders who vohukeered to as- 
sist in hlling the balloon wan William 
llennessy, who took his position on the 
inside "f the balloon and waa instructed 
by Profess, ir Bradv to hug the side of th« 
8t<ick when the biilJiKjn was cut loowe. 

When the balloon started llennessy's 
foot caULrht in one of the ro))es aud he 
was unable to extricate him.self. Out con- 
tinued struggling between the parachute 
and balloon ijroi)er to fre*' himself till 
the balliKin had reached the alarming 
height of 1 ■)() feet, when he grasped the 
roiKi by which the parachute is att^u hed, 
thereiiy cutting loose the parachute from 
the Ijalloon, and plunging and 
Jones, who waa on the trapeaa below, to 

the ground. 

He fell so heavily that the noise was 
heard a block away, wnd died almost in- 
stitntly. Jones is perhajts fatally in- 
jured. Ht rinessy leaves a widow and 
several small children, one of whom is 
blind and helnle.ss. The money which 
was U> have been paid f(jr a successful 
ascension and descent, wiU be given tb< 
widow.
